Corn—Trade was very active during 
morning, and following an initial decline 
with wheat and on the good weather pre- 
vailing throughout the belt, prices turned 
strong and advanced over a cent a bushel 
from the low. Shorts were stampeded 
and also became large buyers. 

Oats were quiet and values were 
affected to a large extent by fluctuations 
in wheat and corn. Cash reports are 
satisfactory, but public interest at pres- 
ent is not large, and there is a disposi- 
tion to await December deliveries.

Prof. Ernst D. Richard of the Ger- 
manic department of Columbia Univer-

| WHEN the school board, the schoolhouse 
commission and the advisory board of Bos- 
High School _ ton’s High School of Commerce, with Mayor 

John F. Fitzgerald, finish their meeting this 
of _ afternoon, proposed sites for the new build- 
ing of that school will presumably have been 
thoroughly discussed, and uncertainty sur- 
1 rounding the project may be at an end. 
| Legal researches in the last week have thrown 
a cold, clear light on the Fenway location, 
favored by the mayor, by showing that nothing could be done there 
until the Legislature passed upon the proposition and granted or 
refused its sanction. This complicates matters from one standpoint, 
while from another it clarifies the situation in case the Fenway 
scheme, to which opposition has been fairly well solidified, is 
abandoned. 

The objection cited to the Fenway location appeared perfectly 
reasonable, for the property is so far from the business center that 
business men would not take the time to go there and help advance 
the interests of the students. Now the cautious corporation counsel 
has made the discovery that section sixteen of chapter fifty-four, 
acts of 1877, torbids the erection on park property of a public 
building whereof the area exceeds 600 square feet, until the Legis- 
lature gives its consent. It is not generally believed that the mayor 
will persist further in advocating the Fenway site, thus holding 
up the consummation of the project indefinitely. The Warrenton 
street site was abandoned, it may be recalled, because of the heavy 
expense involved. Eliminating these locations from all consideration 
would leave two others to choose between, unless new ones are 
proposed. If the Fenway property could not be used without legis- 
lative authorization, why does not the same restriction apply to the 
proposed location in Fort Hill square? Granting that it does, will 
the attractive claims of Park square be once more advanced? 

It is apparent that the Park square site is the most desirable 
and also the most costly one vet considered. Land alone there, it 
is said, would require about $190,000, while the entire appropriation 
amounts to only $600,000. In order to keep within these bounds 
plans for the structure might have to be altered, or—more likely 
—some provision made for obtaining a larger amount of money ; 
but expense, unless prohibitive, should not stand in the way of choos-

ing the best location. , 

The Chamber of Commerce has opposed the Fenway site and 
the proposed one at Fort Hill square, where a public park now is 
located. On the other hand, the citizens’ advisory committee of 
the High School of Commerce has apparently decided not to oppose 
the kort Hull site, as it 1s near the center of business activities. 
But strong objections can be made to the Fort Hill site, also. Boston 
has regarded too lightly past encroachments of building operations 
upon its parkways and playgrounds, and if comparatively small 
additional expense is all that defers the choice of the Park square 
situation, that is one argument against many. The usefulness of 
the prospective new High School of Commerce should not be impaired 
by an unfavorable location when at least one admigably adapted 
site 1s available.

_penings under the regimes of Presidents 
Jaurez, Tejada and Diaz. Late advices from 
Texas tend to minimize the serious nature 
of the revolt and _ possibly are more 
. authentic than the earlier despatches sent 
ss Out over the American telegraph lines. Under 
a mask of antipathy to the United States, evidently, certain disaffected 
factions have been arranging for their attempt to dislodge the admin- 
istration of President Diaz, who has served seven terms as chief 
executive, and whose eighth inauguration will take place next 
Thursday. If the news at hand is dependable, the outbreak is 
virtually under control, the forces opposed to the government largely 
disorganized, and order may be quickly restored. 

It is, of course, impossible for other nations to judge at long 
distance the exact merits of the present outbreak in Mexico. But 
Latin influences and sympathies are nearly as strong there as they 
are in South America, and occurrences in Guatemala and Nicaragua 
no doubt aroused discontent among certain classes with regard to 
the attitude of the United States. President Diaz’s friendship for the 
latter, unbroken in nearly half a century, thus may have stirred some 
resentment against him, but the more cogent reason for happenings 
in the past week is seemingly apparent when one considers how 
tenaciously the President, at 80 years, still holds the reins of govern- 
ment. Popular suffrage, guaranteed Mexicans by their constitution, 
is not entirely a fact, for while Mexico’s population is rated at 
13,607,000, only the portion of it associated with the Diaz partizans 
has any real voice in national affairs. ° 

Here, then, 1s where the real difficulty lies. The Diaz administra- 
tion cannot be adjudged guilty of half the chrges laid at its door, 
and Mexico's history has been full of progress in the last forty years. 
This Latin American republic and its notable President have been 
dwelt upon with admiration by many students of government in other 
nations. Nevertheless, the continuance of one man, however great 
and competent, in the presidency is hardly in conformity with the 
plans of those who designed Mexico’s constitution, though Mexico, 
unlike the United States, has no unwritten rule requiring that a Presi- 
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the most important necessity of the Mexican people. The patriotic conviction 
of the urgency, for a nation weakened as ours has been, of a convalescent 
political regime to enable us to recuperate our shattered strength has facilitated 
the -insensible and voluntary creation of a system of governmental discipline 
wherein the federated units, like the wheels of an immense machine, receive 
without shock the impulse of the force which is conveyed to them from the 


great central motor. 


That General Diaz has been the “great central motor” of 
Mexico is the opinion shared by the more intelligent classes of 
natives and foreigners there. He has ruled the country with an 
iron hand. Oftentimes his measures have appeared harsh and unjus- 
tifiable to those who failed to see the necessity for them. The 
fact remains, however, that Mexico, teeming with conflicting 
influences, plots and counterplots, could hardly have reached its 
present stage of development without the instrumentality of firm 
methods in government like those applied by President Diaz. Arbi- 
trary rule is far better than no rule at all, and, although permanent 
occupancy of the presidential chair may be irreconcilable with any- 
thing but expediency, it may spell order where otherwise would 
be only confusion. 

In the last few years rumblings have been heard frequently in 
Mexico, and at last there are louder peals. The storm has taken on 
proportions that show ‘it has been brewing a long time. That the 
Diaz regime can weather it appears sure. Beyond maintajning strict 
neutrality the United States has no immediate duty ¢o aallioten unless 
the $700,000,000 property in Mexico owned by Americans or the 
safety of American citizens should be threatened. Such a contin- 
gency may be remote. The real aim of the agitation, it appears, 
has been entirely distinct from race prejudice.

to lend their support to the undertaking. No actual consolidation ot 
the smaller cities and towns with Boston is contemplated, but, rather, 
legislation for some kind of federation or cooperation pronnsing 
benefit to all. It is easy to see that the interests of municipal Boston 
are closely interwoven with those of all Greater Boston, and any good 
that might arise from united efforts for advancement of the whole 
district would be shared, necessarily, by its parts. 

Principal objection to a merging of interests has come from 
those who see in the business unification proposition a hidden’ motive. 
This idea, nurtured by local pride, holds the fear that any sort of 
homogeneity would result in extinction of individuality. If such 
were the prospect, that fact would be ample justification for 
antagonism to the plan; but 1s it the case? Does any one really 
believe that municipal Boston ever could absorb these smaller cities 
and towns simply by means of some myfhical influence exerted upon 
the Massachusetts Legislature? ‘The manifestly absurd nature of 
such a thought seems to answer best that question, for the consent 
of each municipality would be required before a‘merger “‘de facto” 
could be effected. 

What the Boston Chamber of Commerce really aims to do is to 
let the world know that “the Boston industrial district’ has twice the 
number of people accredited to plain Boston, and that the business 
transacted in Greater Boston is about. three times what the world 
believes it to be when conclusions are based on the small figures. In 
other words, the “real Boston” committee has stated firmly that it 
does not work for annexation, but 1s exploiting a plain, every-day, 
business proposition, the merits of which cannot be strongly disputed 
from a far sighted standpoint. <A clear explanation of the issues 
involved and the needs of the situation, given by the local committees, 
ought to convince. many doubters that profit would result from 
accrediting “Greater Boston” with what it already in effect possesses.

try. President Fonseg has placed himself | Brazil 

on record as favoring closer relations gen- 
erally with the United States, and he has 
gone so far as to state that a preference 
should be shown the United States as against Europe. While up 
to the present time European merchants have been strongly repre- 
sented in Brazii, and import and export trade has been conducted 
largely by the Germans, there can hardly be any quarrel with the 
view of the new Brazilian President that the most intimate relation- 
ship should exist between the two largest republics in the western 
hemisphere. As a firm advocate of pan-Americanism, the President 
of Brazil says that one of his favorite projects is the establishment 
of a pan-American bank. 

The mutiny of the men aboard two Brazilian warships for the 
moment seemed to offer interference with the peaceful policy of 
the new President. But succeeding events have proved that no poli- 
tical significance was attached to the occurrence. 

It would seem that a great opportunity for American capitalists 
on the western continent comes with the declaration of President 
Fonseca that he will work indefatigably for the opening of the vast 
territories of Brazil, and that with this in view he invites American 
investors and engineers to examine the field. It is affirmed that 
manufacturers of the north can come to Brazil in the full assurance 
that they will be met more than half way, and that colonists also 
will find a reception of the most cordial kind. 

In line with the invitation of President Fonseca it is worth 
while to hear what an American financier with large interests in 
Brazil says of the situation. He declares that the trade is awaiting 
the exporter from the United States, but that this country must. 
go after it in the way that Germany goes after the business in Latin- 
Amesican countries. As an example of how the balance of trade ts 
clisproportionate it is cited that last year this country purchased from 
Brazil more than $120,000,000 worth of coffee and rubber alone, and 
sold the reptiblic only $20,000,000 worth of manufactured goods. 
As the foreign works in that country are being financed in Europe, 
it stands to reason that the United States is virtually paying interest 
on the loans.
